the competing telephone business; 
(2) the telephone company

advantage of new equipment to get 
new business; and (3) any wage 
policy which threatens to crucify 
a business ought to be met 
by 


wholesome replacement of equip- 
ment and regorous reduction of the 
working staff. 
It is my personal opinion that 


Western Union is in trouble today 
-because it was too slow to adopt 
Wmodern methods; 
it transcribed" 


^messages manually right down to 
the beginning of World War II; and 
there was no change in its service 
speed even when everyone knew it 
had to meet the competition of. 
the telephone and radio. 


But this is 
ancient 
• history. 


Americans don't want to lose West- 
ern Union, and they don't want the 


' government to have to take it over. 


Walter P. Marshall, W. U. presi- 
dent, has some definite ideas about 


• what ought to be done. He would: 
'£,• Repeal the federal communica- 
wtions tax. 
Establish tcrritoritics in 
which 


either Western Union or American 
Telephone & Telegraph Co. would 
operate telegraphic service — but 
not both. 
Obtain a government loan 
to 


re-equip W. U. and make it wholly 
automatic. 
Marshall has a sound plan, and 


it ought to be followed promptly. 
There is room for Western Union 


on the American business scene 
today, just as there was 100 years 
ago. There have been 
mistakes 
For instance, this small-city news- 
paper installed in 1942 automatic 
telegraphic equipment using per- 
forated tape which Western Union 
didn't get around to using until a 
couple of years ago. 


But the world will always have 


need of written individual messages 
sent by wire — and Western Union 
is the company to do it. The coun- 
try as a whole wants to make sure 
that W. U. is rehabilitated — and 
promptly.

Another Year 
Washington, Nov. 29 —(UP) — 


Rent Director Tighe E. Woods said 
today he will ask congress to con- 
tinue rent control another year. 
"Maybe" ceilings can be 
aban- 


doned safely after that, he said in 
an interview. 
"I believe it is possible that the 


housing shortage can be licked by 
June, 1951, provided industry and 
the government work together 
to 


that end," he said. 


The real estate industry is seek- 
ing to end the rent curbs on June 
30, 1949, when the present law ex- 
pires. Realtors contend that con- 
trols no longer are needed or justi- 
fied. 
Woods' reply to that rvas: 
"If we are to achieve President 


Truman's goals of decent housing, 
at prices people can afford to pay, 
we haven't yet licked the housing 
shortage. I have yet to see a ?5t) 
rental in new construction in any 
major city." 


Woods said that so far he plans 


to ask no major revisions in the 
present law. It is a 
"decontrol" 


measure under which ceilings have 
been abandoned on 2.422,892 hous- 
ing units and rasied, by an aver- 
age 19 per cent, on another 
390,- 


000. 


The law went into effect April 1. 


Since then, Woods said, the em- 
phasis has been on "orderly 
de- 


control" as congress directed. 


In some cases Woods has gone 


fast in lifting ceilings that local 
rent boards of landlords, 
tenants 


and 
representatives 
of 
neither 


have protested. 


"We took the initiative in trying 


to decontrol all communities of 5,- 
000 people or less," Woods said. 
"But in about 50 per cent of these 
cases, local rent boards have 
an- 
swered 
our 
decontrol 
proposals 


with violent objections." 


Since April 1, Woods has issued 


400 decontrol orders on his own. 
State and city governments, which 
also were given decontrol powers 
under the law, have 
decontrolled 


in another 187 cases. 
The Florida legislature voted to

cision was vetoed by the governor. 
The legislature then voted decon- 
trol — and make it

knees militarily we forthwith set 
about to put it on its feet so that 
it may play its part in the rebuild- 
ing of a better world.

Germany but Japan — ringleaders 
'in the awful crime of waging world 
war — arc being rehabilitated, ana 
at the expense of-the conquerors. 


Obviously rehabilitation of Ger- 


many and its integration in 
the 
Western European set-up isn't an 
altogether altruistic project on the 
part of the Western powers. It Is 
a common-sense recognition of the 
fact that German welfare is essen- 
tial to the welfare of the rest ot 
Western Europe. That being so, the 
Western Allies have to take 
the 


chance — and it may be a long 
one — that Germany won't revert 
to militarism as she did after the 
first world war. 


The British 
press, 
which has 


every right to be critical of any 
German development ,in general 
approves the new agreement. The 
London Times calls it "a remark- 
able proof of good sense and states- 
manship," and a c c o r d s special 
praise to federal Chancellor Kon- 
racl Adenauer. 


"If he has 
done well 
for 
his 
country," says the Times, ,'hc has. 
also done well for Europe, and he 
has emerged as one of its leading 
statesmen." 


The Daily Telegraph, editorial- 


izes: 
"We may hope and believe that 


both the terms of this agreement 
and th espirit displayed by all its 
signatories arc the beginnings of a 
fresh start for Germany and a 
safer future for all of us." 


Of course there arc dangers to 
be dealt with. I have pointed to 
one of the most serious 
several 


times in previous articles. This re- 
volves about the division of 
the 
Reich into Western and Eastern 
Germany, and the loss of Silesian 
and Sudeten territories in the war. 
It's a safe bet that sooner 
or 
later — by hook or by crook — 
the divisions of the 
Reich 
will 
coalesce. Western Germany surely 
will do everything in its power to 
gel back the Eastern portion which 
Russia now occupies and is com- 
munizing as fast as possible. Un- 
less this question can be settled 
Between Russia .-and the Western 
Allies so that Eastern Germany 
can be reunited with the rest of 
the country, there will be grave 
danger of another war. 
That is one of the major prob- 
ems for the Big Four to settle, 
and it. calls for horse-sense com- 
promising. 


If the two parts of Germany are 


kept apart by the cold war, we 
shall have another hot war.
